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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


Editor of Publishers’ Circular: 

A writer in the Philadelphia Press on The Copyright Question, as 
quoted in your issue of September 25, finds it difficult to understand the 
resolution on the subject of an International Oopyright Law, passed at a 
recent meeting of the New York Book Publishers’ Association. This is 
to be regretted, perhaps; but it is his own misfortune, and not the fault 
of the resolution, which to any one possessing ordinary intelligence and 
a common understanding of the English language, is quite perspicuous 
as well as concise. His chief difficulty is with the word “ manufactured,” 
which he understands, when applied to a book, to refer to the work 
performed by the author in its preparation. Now I by no means ques- 
tion the propriety of saying there are authors who merely “ manufac- 
ture” books, employing only such simple machinery as a pair of scissors 
and a little paste. Moreover, our critic may be one of this class, and 
hence his interpretation of this word. That it naturally and properly 
means, however, the mere mechanical process by which copies of a book 
are produced, seems so evident as hardly to need mention. The Press 
quotes Webster as to the meaning of this word, and certainly could not 
quote better authority, but unfortunately he quotes only part of his defini- 
tion. To manufacture, says Webster (the word used in the Publishers’ 
Resolution is the verb, not the noun), is “ to make or fabricate from raw 
materials by the hand, by art, or by machinery, and work into forms 
convenient for use ; as, to manufacture cloth, nails or glass.” Plain and 
simple enough, this, I should think, for a school boy to understand. 
“* Manufacturing” a book is, then, properly the mechanical process of 
printing and binding it. 

The Press thinks the requirement that foreign books to be protected 
here, must be republished “ within a reasonable time,” very unreasona- 
ble. The idea of the whole resolution (filling but six lines in all) was 
evidently to express as concisely as possible the general features which 
seemed to the Association to be desirable in an International Oopyright 
Law. That some limit is necessary to the period during which a copy- 
right may be reserved for the foreign author is evident, for otherwise it 
would happen that in some cases foreign books would be withheld from 
the American public entirely, the author waiting for and never finding 
a publisher who would undertake the republication of his book, and 
meanwhile prohibiting (as he must do to retain his copyright) the im- 
portation of copies. 

The argument that .an International Copyright Law would increase 
the price of books to American consumers, is not, I think, a just one. 
Satisfactory evidence that such would not be its effect is afforded by the 
fact, that American Copyright books are not tiow held at higher prices 
on an average, than English books imported or reprinted, and not sub-- 
ject to Copyright. One such fact as this is worth a score of arguments, 
though it is not difficult to give reasons (as indeed has already been done 
in your columns,) why the giving protection to a book does not necessa- 
rily increase its price to the people. I have not time now to go over the 
matter. °F 








Extracts from Hew Books. 


A VISIT TO A PASHA’S HAREM. 


From “ In and Around Stamboul.” 


We were set down in a large circular hall, covered with matting, 
and were immediately surrounded by numbers of the pasha’s retainers,

principally cavasses (a kind of free-lance footmen) and chibouquejees 
(pipe-bearers). These gentlemen were entertaining themselves with a 
most minute inspection of us, when down the vast staircase (with two 
flights a la Fontainebleau) came the Chief of the Eunuchs, as hideous 
and as angry as a Black could possibly be. He dispersed the mob right 
and left, evidently claiming us as Harem visitors. M. Robolli was con- 
ducted with us as far as the first suite of rooms, and he then retired to 
the apartments of the pasha, leaving us in the hands of this “ bird of 
night,” who was now joined by two others, scarcely Jess monstrous and 
frightful than himself. These led us through several immensely large 
rooms, all covered with a rich gold-colored matting, and with crimson 
divans at either end. No other furniture, except an occasional cabinet, 
filled with grotesque china, which I should have liked to stop and look 
at. The ceilings were all carved and painted barbarously enough, and 
more or less richly. There were no dvors, but heavy hangings of crim- 
son embroidered cloth and tapestry at the entrance of the numerous 
apartments. 

At last our conductor stopped on the third and last floor, which is 
a— the principal in Turkish houses, on account of the view. He 
li up the crimson arras, and, with a hideous grin, invited us to enter. 
Madame de Souci and Mrs. Brown, who are both very new arrivals at 
Constantinople, were rather nervous, and begged me to go in first. I 
had seen how sweetly gentle and kind the Turkish women are, and 
lifted up the charmed curtain with much more confidence and pleasure 
than I should have entered an assembly of Englishwomen. I shall not 
easily forget the sight which presented itself. We were in the midst of 
a vast apartment, with a lofty, dome-like roof, carved with gigantic 
wreaths of flowers and pomegranates. An immense stair-case was on 
the other side, lighted by a window which reached from roof to floor ; 
and in the projecting half-moon of the balusters, was a beautiful white- 
marble fountain. The whole was covered with the same gold-colored 
matting. Rich crimson divans under each enormous window at either 
end, and raised three steps. The window looking toward the streets of 
Stamboul was latticed, with round peep-holes; but the other was free 
from even a blind, and the beautiful blue Bosphorus and Sea of Marmo- 
ra, with many stately ships upon them, the mountains in the distance, 
still glittering here and there with snow,—and nearer, the dark cypress- 
es, and the minarets of Santa Sophia and numerous other mosques, lay 
in a grand picture of quiet inconceivable beauty below it. Here, ev- 
idently in a dreamy kind of revery, sat the principal wife of Riza Pasha, 
surrounded by her slaves, some sitting on the steps beneath the divan at 
her feet, others laughing together and strolling about. She rose as we 
approached, and gave her hand, after the English fashion, to each. The 
slaves all crowded round to look at us, and I assure you that the variety 
and brilliancy of their costumes were almost dazzling. 

But I must first tell you the dress of the great lady. Her selma, or 
wide-sleeved under-dress, (trousers, etc.) was of a delicate violet-color, 
bound round the waist by a richly embroidered scarf; her shirt of sil- 
very Broussa gauze. Over this was a magnificent jacket of amber- 
colored cashmere, lined with the richest sable. On her head she wore. 
a fez, bound round with a large plait of hair, which was fastened every 
here and there with immense rose-diamonds. A purple lily-flower was 
stuck straight down this plait, and shaded her forehead. Her ear-rings 
were of a single pendant emerald, set in a small spray of brilliants. She 
must have been of surpassing beauty, and was still strikingly handsome, 
with perfectly regular features, and skin dark but clear, a brow and 
upper-lip which would have graced a Roman empress. Indeed, we 
made up our minds at once that it was a Roman empress she was like. 

Rising, she motioned us to follow her, and the principal slaves offi- 
ciously lifted the hangings of one of the numerous doorways surrounding 
this immense apartment. We entered a charming room, evidently a 
Turkish boudoir, with an immense window, divans all round it, and the 
same enchanting view. Here we three poor Englishwomen sat in a 
row, distressingly anxious to converse, and make ourselves agreeable, 
and knowing about a dozen words between us, including the detestable 
* bono” and “no bono,” which we were heartily sick and ashamed of. 
I tried Italian; Madame Riza shook her majestic head; Madame de 
- Souci murmured a few graceful words of thanks in French; at which 
Madame Riza solemnly uttered the word “ Oui;” and all the slaves, 
black men included, laughed with joy and pride at their mistress’s accom- 
plishments. This was accounted for by Riza Pasha having been Minister 
at Vienna, and his speaking French. 

The hangings of the two doors were constantly being lifted, and more 
women as constantly trooping in to peep at us. Some giggled and ran 
away; others advanced boldly up the room, and evidently spoke to their 
mistress about us. Some sat themseives down cross-legged at the fur- 
ther end of the room, staring at us to their hearts’ content, and talking 
about us in whispers, We, meantime, were talking to each other about 
them. But presently a splendidly dressed black slave lifted the arras, 
and behind her appeared a most lovely young Circassian lady, who was, 
as we afterward found out, the pasha’s second wife, and a present from 
the Sultan. She was very tall: but it is impossible to describe her win- 
ning beauty, or the exquisite grace of her movements, We were all 





three instantly charmed with her, and no longer regretted their not 
understanding English; it was such a pleasure to exclaim every now 
and then: “Oh, you pretty creature! *» “Did you ever see such a 
figure!” “Do look at the shape of her head and throat!” “ What a 
lovely mouth !—and just listen to her voice!” “ There’s a plait of 
glossy hair! quite down to her feet it must be when unbound!” This 
pretty creature, whom we instantly nanied ‘“ The fair Circassian,” seemed 
to be on excellent terms with her majestic colleague. They saluted 
each other after their usual fashion, and she Bowed to us very gracefully 
when we rose to do her honor, saying something which seemed to be a 
welcome. I must now tell you her dress. Her trousers, and the robe 
which twists round the feet, and trails behind, were of the most brilliant 
blue, edged with a little embroidery of white. Her cashmere jacket was 
of a pale lilac (like the double primroses), lined with a gold-colored far. 
A delicate lilac gauze handkerchief was twined round her head; among 
the fringe of which, diamond hearts-eases, of the natural size, glittered 
on golden stalks, which trembled at the slightest movement. Lilac 
slippers, embroidered with seed-pearls, completed her toilette. No, I 
must not forget the shining plaits of black hair which escaped from the 
handkerchief and hung down behind, and a diamond of enormous size 
and great beauty, which glittered on one of her white fingers. We de- 
cided that this must be a present from the Sultan, and that it must be 
also one of the stones spoken of in Eastern fairy lore as “lighting the 
chamber,” ete. 
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A GERMAN INN. 
From “ Peasant Life in Germany.” 


In some places a kind of a higher class is formed by those who do not 
allow the women to work in the fields and on the roads; it was in such 
a family that we spent a little time during the apple-gathering and 
cider-making period, in the autumn. They kept the village inn; but 
on a road that did not bring them a throng of customers from foreign 
parts. 
The father was, in appearance and manners, like the better class of 
farmers in New England, and the wife and daughters also very similar 
to those we should find in the same position at home. And, alas, we 
must say the comparison goes farther. In both cases when they arrive 
at a kind of independence, it is the man alone who arrives at ease. 
Being no longer obliged to work in the field, he only exercises a kind of 
supervision over his affairs, working a little every day if he chooses, ard 
the remainder of the time smoking and chatting with his customers. 

As usual in German inns, there is no place where a woman can sit down 
and be decent or comfortable, except in her room, and here we took all 
our meals. The rooms for guests were furnished with the usual quota of 
long wooden benches, placed against the walls, and the long wooden 
tables in front—and never made more cheerful by cloth or napkin. 
There might be seen atjevery hour of the day also, the usual quota of 
wine-bibbers and beer-drinkers, munching black bread, and smoking and 
gossiping, as if these were the great objects of life. 

We asked for a room with one bed, but were obliged to take one 
with two, and when we came to pay our bill, found we were obliged to 
pay for two also, though only one was occupied. It was made up with 
special care for our comfort, and consisted first of a thick straw bed, as 
foundation; upon this, at the head, a large solid straw pillow, made upon 
the principle of an inclined plane. Then came another hard bed, but a 
little softer than the straw. Now, the snowy linen sheets, and two 
feather pillows, upon which it would be impossible to sleep except in an 
upright position. Upon these were placed two feather beds, each half a 
yard in depth, so that from the top to the bottom, the whole measured 
two yards. In many peasant houses that we have seen, the guest- 
chamber is furnished with a ladder upon which to climb to the top of 
the bed, and we should certainly have needed one here if we had 
thought of finding repose upon such a mountain; but instead of this we 
spent half an hour removing the several layers, until the proper height 
was reached for our convenience. We did not have to make our bed, 
but it was considerable labor to re-make it; but we could not think of 
asking any change in the arrangements, as this would destroy the beauty 
of the bed, which is everywhere made up as high and round as possible, 
in order to look well in their eyes. How itis possible for people to pre- 
serve health, sweated and sweltered every night by such a process, we 
do not understand, and they wondered not less how we could sleep in 
any other way. The only other furniture of the room was a deal table; 
upon which every evening was set a bow] of fresh water for our morn- 
ing ablutions, and a tumbler filled with the same for our mouth; with 
each day a clean towel, and three times a week all the linen of the bed 
renewed, which was a luxury we never found elsewhere, and in no city 
oftener than once a month. 

We had furnished ourselves with chocolate, knowing it could not be 
purchased so far in the country, and had, every morning, sweet mi 
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and the usual good bread, with two eggs, for our breakfast. For dinner, 
boiled beef and black bread, after a soup which was only the water in 
which the beef had been boiled, sometimes a pickle, and perhaps for 
dessert, a pieve of fried pork, or liver, with potatoes. For supper, cho- 
colate and bread, but others had a hearty meat-supper, at nine o'clock, 
in the common room. The mother and daughters worked all the day 
in the kitchen and dining-room, and when we have looked out very 
early, we have seen the wife washing floors and sweeping the street in 
front of the house, looking weary ere it was dawn, while her gude man 
slept. The daughters were very pretty, and dressed like New England 

irls of the same rank, having wholly discarded the peasant dress. They 
allowed us freely to enter the kitchen, and initiated us into all the ope- 
rations of dairy and pantry, and this we found all German housewives 
willing to do. 

It was, as we said, the busy time of the year, and those who went 
to the fields, came home with carts laden with apples, pears, and nuts, 
which were deposited in bins for the several purposes to which they 
were destined. What we call in America English walnuts grow here in 
great abundance, and taste, when green, very much like butternuts. 
The bark is peeled off and dried for fuel, and the nuts put away in 
heaps, for the children to crack around the winter fire; but among the 
poorer families, they are carried to market, and exchanged for articles 
more necessary to life. 

The cider-press stands in the great barn floor, instead of having a 
house by itself, as in New England, and occupies only some feet of space, 
being turned by a man instead ofa horse. A half tun stands to receive 
the expressed juice, in the taste of which we perceive no difference from 
that we were accustomed to sip upon the philosophic principle of suc- 
tion, through a straw, and which we see children doing in exactly the 
same way here. In the kitchen there is a scene, too, corresponding ex- 
actly to the one exhibited in a New England kitchen, whilst the cider is 
making in the barn. A great kettle hangs in the fire-place, behind the 
stove, filled with halves and quarters of apples boiling in the liquid, 
which their brothers have furnished, and when it is done it will be cider 
apple-sauce, such as American housewives put up for the winter, and 
which keeps good here, as there, till spring. On the stove is another 
kettle with pear-sauce, prepared in the same way, but sweeter and 
richer ; and around are various small earthen pots with stews and sauces 
of a different kind.

A statistical document on Russia states that in 1857 1,425 original works 
and 201 translations were published in the empire. This number is more 
than thrice as great as it was a few years ago. The number of books im- 
ported in 1857 was 1,618,862 volumes, of which 3,547 were forbidden and re- 
exported. 


By order of the Grand Duke Constantine, the library of the Emperor 
Paul the First has been arranged, and a catalogue made. On this occasion a 
little parcel of manuscripts by Lavater was found, hitherto unknown to his 
biographers, and consisting of letters addressed by the celebrated physiogno- 
mist to the Emperor Paul and the Empress Maria, after having made the ac- 
quaintance of the Imperial couple in Switzerland. The Grand Duke has 
ordered these letters to be printed, and sent to Jena as a present on the 15th 
of August, on which day this University celebrated its existence of 300 years, 
The little book is entitled “ A Contribution to German Literature from Rus- 
sia: Lavater’s Letters to the Empress Maria Feodorowna on the Condition 
of the Soul after Death.” The presentation copy, destined for the Univer- 
sity of Jena, has been printed in a superior style on parchment ; other copies 
are for sale at St. Petersburg.
